1.  — The  Managing  Board  of  Governors  has  much  pleasure 
in  presenting  a  Report  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year 
ending  the  31st  December,  1944.

Medical  Officers  will  please  note  that  so  far  as  possible  only 

patients  from  our  own  area  are  eligible  for  admission,  and  at  all 
times  emergency  and  surgical  cases  must  have  preference  over 
medical  ones. 

6.  — The  total  Ordinary  Expenditure  for  the  year  1944  amounted 
to  £4,974  18s.  4d.,  being  some  £454  more  than  the  previous 
year.  The  Total  Income  for  the  year  amounted  to  £5,532  Is.  9d., 
a  decrease  of  £20.  A  comparison  between  1943  and  1944  is 
found  in  the  table  on  page  9. 

7.  — During  the  year  legacies  have  been  received  from  the 
estates  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  B.  Barnard  £1,000,  and  Mr.  J,  Baldwin 
£250  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  Hospital. 
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8.  — Penny  Fund.  —  The  Board  again  expresses  hearty 
thanks  to  the  Employees  of  the  firms  who  have  contributed 
to  this  fund.  Several  Firms,  it  should  be  pointed  out,  failed  to 
forward  their  contributions  to  the  Bank  before  December 
31st,  1944,  and  have  necessarily  had  to  be  omitted  from  the 
total,  but  those  received  during  January,  1945,  have  been 
printed  at  the  end  of  the  list  of  subscribers  to  this  fund. 
Subscribers  are  requested  to  note  that  the  Hospital  accounts 
are  closed  on  the  31st  day  of  December  each  year  ;  and  they 
are  respectfully  asked  to  send  in  their  subscriptions  as  early 
in  the  year  as  possible,  so  that  they  may  be  included  in  the 
current  year’s  account.  The  Board  is  particularly  grateful  to 
those  who  are  responsible  for  the  collection  of  the  various  sums  ; 
at  the  same  time  assuring  the  Collectors  of  its  appreciation  of 
the  work  involved,  and  of  its  value  to  the  Hospital  as  a  means 
of  ensuring  its  successful  maintenance.

9.  — The  thanks  of  the  Board  is  offered  to  those  who  give 
Annual  Subscriptions  to  the  Hospital,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
costs  are  still  rising,  they  earnestly  appeal  not  only  for  new  sup¬ 
porters  of  the  Hospital  under  the  scheme  inaugurated  in  1937,  but 
also  to  existing  subscribers  to  further  assist  the  Hospital  by,  if 
possible,  increasing  their  Subscriptions.

12.  — The  Board  is  very  grateful  to  all  who  organise  fetes 
and  other  entertainments  in  Gainsborough  or  the  neighbourhood, 
and  assures  them  that,  without  their  welcome  help,  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  could  not  be  so  efficiently  maintained.  To  the  Gains¬ 
borough  Justices  for  their  generous  allocation  from  Sunday  Cinema. 
To  the  “  Gainsborough  News  ”  the  Board  is  indebted  for  its  helpful 
publicity  and  consideration,  so  freely  given  on  all  occasions.  The 
thanks  of  the  Board  go  to  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  for 
organising  and  running  the  Hospital  Ball,  resulting  in  such  a 
handsome  donation.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the 
Medical  and  Dental  profession  of  the  town  for  presenting  the  John 
Coupland  Hospital  Cup  to  the  Thonock  Golf  Club.  The  Cup  is 
to  be  played  for  annually,  the  proceeds  to  go  to  the  Hospital  funds. 
In  1944  there  were  over  80  entrants  for  the  competition,  the  winner 
was  Capt.  P,  Dyson  and  the  amount  donated  £13  5s.  6d. 

It  is  requested  that  the  name  of  the  Hospital  shall  not  be  used 
without  first  asking  permission  of  the  Board,  which  will  be 
readily  granted  on  all  fitting  occasions.

14.  — Hospital  Guild  Children  Fund. — The  object  of  this 
Fund  is  to  pay  the  Hospital  charges  of  young  children  of  necessitous 
parents.  7  children  have  been  paid  for  during  the  year. 

15.  — Central  Hospital  Supply  Service. — The  Board  thanks  the 
ladies  of  the  above  Service  for  the  work  they  have  done  in  helping 
to  make  up,  mark  and  mend  the  hospital  linen,  making  bandages, 
swabs  and  dressings.
